“The goal of that park was to be a 
quiet, serene place,*’ said Roger Juri- 
luncn, a canoeist and power boater 
who was active in the park’s formo;, 
tion. "It’s the one park where wc 
aren’t supposed to get two-cycle en- 
gines rapping out 15,000 rpm." 

"It’s the only place rfn the river 
where you can go without having to 
listen to a lot of noise," added Orvil 
Atkinson, who fr^ucnily paddles his 
canoe at Centennial Park. That soli- 
tude is worth protecting, he said, "be- 
cause as. everything else gets devel- 
oped, we'll be glad to have a low-im- 
pact area so close to the city." ■ - 

Hemmed by two golf courses and 
lowering basalt cliffs, the river at 
Centennial Waterfront Park a 
haven for fishermen anil a variety of 
bkds, including bald eagle. 

- The park’s boot ramp is frequently 
used by moiorboating fishermen and 
sightseers, but they are prohibited 
from raising a wake within 600 feet 
upstream of the dock area. Beyond 
that point, marked by a bouy. broilers 
may open the throttle to 25 mph. 

The revised county ordinarice - 
which is still in tlux - calls for a 
maximum speed of 5 miles per hour 
from Auger Falls (downstream of 
the park) to .the bouy, and the pro- 
posed new ordinance would limit

' But white many pediatricians, 
psychiatrists, parents and educators 
praise the drug, others question the 
wisdom of what they pmeive as a 
quick-fix mentality that has 
Americans routinely drugging their 
children. 

“Using it is immoral. All RitaHn 
doa is limit a young person's energy' 
and enthusiasm, V .said Dr. Peter 
Breggin, director of the Center for 
Study of P^diiatry in Betbesda, Md. 

“If a child finds classes boring, 
just give him some Ritalin. If ^ or 
she won't behave at the dinner table, 
dole out more of the drug,” said 
Breggin, author of Toxic P^hiatiy 


and War Against Children. 

Ritalin has become a daily fact of 
life at Palm Beach and Broward 
i'County schools, where many stu-

spend part of lunchtime in the 
office, getting another dose of the 
dr^ prescribed by their doctor. 

There is no indisputable test for 
the disorder.

later That he was not a suspnt in the 
bombing of the federal bijilding. 

Now, Abraham Ahmad Just Wonts 
to return to a life of safe obscurity. 

Ahmad, 31, said Sunday he thinks 
his Middle Easter^ appearance and 
name he is a native of Jordon who 
has held U.S. citizenship for five 
years — plus the fact that he was 
coming from Oklahoma City prompt-, 
ed authorities to detain him: 

“People automatically think that the 
person who did this is from the 
Middle East. But.l didn't think that 
. the FBI would think so,” he said. . 

He. said he is a pmciicjng Muslim 
but'not a member of any-rodical 
Islamic group, and condemned the 
bombing. 

Ahmad ^d he come to Oklahoma 
at 19 to attend college, eventually 
"graduating from'lhe'Ufllversliyof' 
_Ccmral Oklahoma, with.B_dcgrce.in. 
computer science. The former con- 
struction worker -and computer techni- 
cian said he is trying to set up a busi- 
ness exporting American clothing to 
his native country. 

On Wednesday, Ahmad left 
Oklahoma City for Chicago shortly 
after Wednesday's bombing, planning 
’to fly on to'Joidan via Romc.-Hc said 
he did not even hear about the bomb- 
ing until he saw it on on airport televi- 
sion in Chicago. 

. U.S. agents detained him there, 
scorching his carry-on baggage and 
exhaustively checking the validity of 
his American passport. The interroga- 
tion made him miss his flight to 
Rome, so he caught a plane to 
London. When British immigration 
officials discovered he was from 
Oklahoma City, he was hondcuffed 
and questioned fbr four or five hours, 
Ahmad said. Meanwhile, authorities 
in Rome were searching his baggage, 
which had arrived on his original 
flight from Chicago. Italian officials 
found tools and materials that were 
called possible bomb-making tools. 

Ahmad laughed at that description 
Sunday. He said th.c bags contained a 
VCR, a telephone and cables for 
them, plus silicone caulk, pliers and a 
hammer. The tools and caulk were to 
bemused for repairs to his house in

WASHINGTON — A book circu- 
•klated among extremist right-wing 
groups includes a detailed description 
of a bombing of a federal building 
eerily similar to the one that destroyed 
(he fcdenil building in Oklahoma City 
-Wednesday. 


"The Tume'r Diaries" is a work of 
fiction, written as though it were the 


diary of an anti-federal government 
revolutionary in 1991. Set in the 
future, it assumes that the U.S. gov- 
eijimcnt was toppled in 1999. 

The book was written in 1978 by 
William Pierce, a fomier physics pro- 
fessor who is considered an intellectu- 
al inspiration of the American Nazi 
movement. Pierce wrote under the 
alias Andrew Macdonald. 


In the book, Pierce describes how 
he and others used a bomb made of 
ammonia nitrate fertilizer and fuel 
oil to blow; up the FBI headquarters 
in Washington. FBI agents believe 
the Oklahoma City blo.st uamc from 
a bomb made of the same ingredi- 
ents. 

In one pas.sagc, the author describes 
how to place the bomb in a truck and

"Our originaf plan for' the bomb

Governments debate water protections

TWIN FALLS - Tighter zoning regula- 
tions could be on the horizon for anyone 
planning to develop' propeity near city drink- 
— j-watcf-wellis. 


Mike Trabcrt, the city’s environmental 
coordinator, is promoting new protection 
measures for areas surrounding the city's 
three wells - including the main water source 
at Blue Lakes in Jerome County. 

* A regional group met la^ week to continue 
woik on potential wellhead protection ordi- 
nances for Twin Falls and Jerome counties. 
Trabcrt said open houses on the proposals 
probably won’t be held before June. 

The federal Safe Water Drinking Act rec- 
ommends groundwater protections for rural 
communities like the Magic Valley. 

' Trabeit said the goal is to protect the area's 
drinking water supply by restricting the land 


jLises nearjhe supply - and to be prepared “so 
'w'dcwi’t'w^e up' one mbnilng ana find but 
our wells are contaminated.” 

, Proposals being drafted now draw a series 
of circles around each well to be protected. 

The innerinost circle extends 50 feet out 
■from the well'and would allow no land uses. 
Outer circles measure the time it would take a 
contaminapt to reach the well. They are 
drawn at tiine intervals of thm, six and 10 
years.' 

Most new industries or developments 
would be restricted if they produce pollutants- 
that could seep to a well within a few years. 
The outer circular or elliptical-shapMl zones 
are less restrictive, Trabcrt said. 

“A lot of it comes down to education,” he 
said. 

People iieed to know how to use and dis- 
pose of chemicals, be said. 

But Erick Mikcsell, chainnan of the Twin 
Falls County planning and roning commis- 


sion, knows new water protections would 
affect the county's zoning laws. 

“It presents some new challenges,"

Canal company tackles

TWIN FALLS - In on effort to under- 
stand how much water it returns to the 
Snake River, the Twin Falls Canal Co. is 
installing measurement weirs on some of 

I its i rrig ation returns in Twin Falls. 

' Dunng the hei^'t oT'tKc irrigation sea- 
son. the canal company divetts more than 
a million gallons of water every minute 
from the Snake River at Milner Dam. The 
company provides water for roughly 
202,000 acres of Magic Valley farmland, 
but the thirsty earth and Idaho's relentless 
sun consume mosTbf the water. 

Some surface wter finds its way bock 
to the river, but no one can say how 
much. 

"Lost yeaf^ we hired a guy to go around 
arid measure all the spills going back into 
the river,” said Stan Haye, 'Twin Falls 
walermosier for the company. Temporary 
weirs weir used to determine how much 
water was flowing past a given point 

To bring more accuracy to the process, 
the carul company is installing 15 “sharp 
crested weirs” in the Twin Falls area, 
Haye said. 

-The-weira,-«ssenlially low, submerged 


over a weir, (hen consulting a set of 
tables, investigators can determine bow 
.much water is flowing at a given momest. 

• To ensure precirion, the weiia must be 
leveled to witiun one onc-hundiedth of an 
inch, Haye Mid. Measuremnita will be 
taken 16 times during the irrigation sea- 
son and s tud ents from the College of 
Sbuthem Idaho's water management pro- 
gram will assist with the measurements, 
he said. 

In addition to volume, the measurement 
program will test water quality,' Haye - 
said. Tests will focus on me amount of 
dirt suspended in the water, and on chem- 
ical pollutants. By measuring at different 
points chrou^out the canal system, inves- 
tigators can attempt to pinpoint the 
sources of excessive pollution. 

“It’s part of a two-year study to decide 
what st^ we need to take to reduce the 
load limits on the river,” Haye said. The 
city of Twin Falls also is involvetkm the 
water testing and measurement pro^b-. . 

The canal company is building and 
installing the weiis on its own, but most 
of the money for chemical testing is com- 
ing from Idaho’s agricultural water pro-

SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — 
Utahns may be killing themselves at a 
rate almost 1 8 percent higher than the 
national average, ranking 12th in the 
country for suicides. 

However, figures released by the 
American Association of Suicidology 
show Utah still has a lower suicide 
rate than most western slates with 
14.1 per 100,000 population. 

The Washington-based association 
-found the highest annual suicide rate 
was in Nevada at 24.6. New Mexico 
was second at 19.2 followed by 
Montana, Wyoming. Colorado, 
Arizona, Oregon, Idaho and Alaska.

Taxpayers have plenty 
to be. angry about 


Tax day has.^comc and gone, as 
have the first 100 days pfthc 104lh 
Congress. Citizens Against Govern- 
ment Waste, a non-partisan watchdog 
organization, has tied those two 
events together through (He release of 
its “Prime Cuts” spending report, a 
comprehensive list .of federal govem- 
' ment programs that could.be elimi- 
nated or reformed without doing 
damage to essential government ser- 
vices. . 7 “ 

The report identifies S190.4 billion 
in the current federal budget that 
could be cut, with even bigger sav- 
- ings in futurc.ycars, amounting to al- 
most $1.5 trillion over five years. The 
onc-ycar figure amounts to 35 per- 
cent of the S542.7 billion Americans 
will pay in income taxes this year. So 
35 percent of what you paid will go 
to waste. 

And it's really worse than that. A 
medianTincome, two-eomcr family of 
four will pay about $5,581 in income 
taxes this year, according to CAGW 
calculations. Df that, $1,953 is a 
straight “waste tax," going to pay for 
the $190.4 billion in wasteful pro- 
grams the report has identified. An- 
mother $3,432 represents each bxpay- 
cr's share of the money needed to pay 
the interest on the national debt. So 
aficr interest and waste arc accounted 
for, the average taxp^cr will only be 
kicking in $196 for other government 
“services.” 

Of course, the government has oth- 
er sources of revenue besides t^c in- 
come (ox, and budgets aren’t broken 
down to show just what each taxpay- 
er pays for. But the analysis suggests 
Just how much of what taxpayers are * 
forced to pay each year goes for 
spending few people - outside of cer- 
tain very specific and bficn quite nar- 
row special . interests who ore bpnefi- 
ciarics - really want. 

What kind of programs does Citi- 


zens Against Government Waste tar- 
get? Here are just a few: 

• the Export Enhancement Pro- 
gram of the U.S. .Department of Agri- 
culture spends $257 , million a year. 
The program has a negligible impact 
on grain sales, has depressed com-' 
modity prices, and disproportionately 
benefits big agribusiness. 

, • The USDA’s Market Promotion 
Program spcnds'$!3 million this year 
■ (with spending slated to rise dramati- 
callyj^to advertise big business over- 
seas - firms like Burger King, Dole, 
Purina, and Sunkist. Why should tax- 
-payers spend even a penny on this? 

• Privatizing military commissaries 
would save $2.30 million-pcr year- 
while still allowing people in the ser- 
vices significant savings. 

• Between 1984 and 1994, spend- 
ing by-the National Institutes of 
Health more than doubled. If spend- 
ing were capped at 90 percent of the 
1995 funding level, .that would save 
$487 million this year and $4.9 bil- 
lion over five years. 

• The federal government owns 
about 30 percent of the land in the 
country, most of which it misman- . 
ages grievously, but it still spends 
about $300 million a year acquiring 
even. more. A moratorium on federal 
land purchases would be appropriate. 

• The federal government owns 
340,000 non-military, non-postal ve- 
hicles. Selling them and rcnting^cars, 
using taxis, or reimbursing employ- 
ees for using their dwn ears could 
save $2.65 billion in one year. 

A few of CAGW-s proposals are 
mildly controversial, but most are 
'pure waste. Those who say the feder- 
al budget can't be cut without hurting 
the most vulnerable among us are 
simply blowing smoke.

An injectable goop that hardens 
within 10 minutes into a bone-like 
substance shows promise as a 
method for repairing fractured 
wrists, hips and even spinal 
columns, researchera reported last 
-week. 

The experimental material, which 
resembles toothpaste, is called 
skeletal repair, system, 'or SRS._ 
Doctors can -inject it through the 
. skin intcrcrocks or hollow areas of 
bones damaged by injup' or osteo- 
porosis. It then sets quickly into a. 
weight-bearing bone substitute.

Physicians, chiropractors and 


physical therapist? all note the 
importance of a person’s emo- 
tional state in dealing with back 
. pain. 

The recent federal report on 
back pain cited several studies 
that "have detected a strong cor- 
relation between the outcome? of 
... spine surgery and the preoper- 
ative. psychological status of the 
patient.” 

Consequently, surgeons like 
Neil Kahanovitz in Virginia and 
Arthur .White in San ’Francisco 
send their patients to see a psy- 
.chiatrisl before performing an 
operation. 

“It’s to see if there's something 
in their background that might 
keep them from getting better,’’ 
"said' WhiteT “siich as child abuse 
or alcoholic parents, ‘Something’ 
that’s driving their pain, that has 
"W'be'tfeaied;***"- 

The psychiatrist can also con- 
firm that the patient has realistic 
expectations for the operation, he 
said, and has made a firm deci- 


sion to go through this major 
operation. — 

Louis Sportelli. in chiropractic 
practice for 33 years 'and a 
spokesman for the Amcrjcan 
Chiropractic Association, agrees 
that a person’s attitude can tip the 
scales on whether an operation is~ 
necessary — or will be successful. 

He has seen a change in atti- 
tude among many back-pain 
-patients-toward. taking more . 
responsibility for theif recovery. 
“They arb not in the mindset of 
dropping their bodies at the 
office and picking them up the 
next day, fixed,” he said. ‘ 
"They're doing lifestyle changes, 
exercise in homes. The ones that 
are diligent and interested are 
■domtiL8Cs.aijob.* 

’ “Conditioning is a major piece 
of the puzzle,” added V^ile. “A 
patient who is norwillingrio'take“ 
responsibility, to .exercise, train 
and learn — you can't solve his 
problem. Any good you do, he'll 
undo."

Back to basics: A glossary to pain

* Gauda equina syndrome: 
' Compression, usually due to the 

pressure of a massive herniated 
disc, on a sheaf of nerve roots 
""from the lowcr*spinal cord that 
.spread out like the tail of a horse, 
hence cauda equina, ^mptoms 
include weakness of thtflcgs, loss 
Of sensation in the skin over the 
perineum (called saddle anesthe- 
sia) and urine rcicntiori'or incon- 
tinence from loss of function in 
the sphincter muscle. Usually 
requires prompt surgery. ’ * 

* Chemonucleolysis: Injection 
of a disc-dissolving enzyme, such 
as chymopapain, into the jelly- 
like center of a herniated disc. . 

* CT-mycIography: Multi- 
view X-ray enhanced through 
computers after a contrasting dye 
has been injected into membranes 
covering the spinal cord. 

* Discectomy: Surgical 

removal of part of a disc com- 
pressing n nerve root. Called 
microdiscectomy when micro- 


scopic or visually aided surgical 
techniques arc used. 

• Discography: Injection of a 
water-soluble imaging material 
directly into the jelly-like nucleus 
of a disc to assess, damage and 
locate the source of pain. 

• Fusion: Surgical fusing of 
two vertebrae together by insert- 
ing fragments of the patient’s 
own bone (graft) usually taken 
from the pelvic bone. Space 
between the two vertebrae may be 
bridged with bone or held togeth- 
er with metal, such as rods or 
screws. 

• Herniated or ruptured disc: 
Extrusion of the central, jelly-like 
material of a spinal disc through 
its fibrous outer covering. 

• Laminectomy: Surgery to 
remove all or part of the bony arch - 
of a vertebra to gain access to a 
ruptured disc or to relieve pressure 
on nerves from bone spurs. 

• Magnetic resonance imaging' 
(MRI): Strong magnetic field and 
computer create highly detailed 
images of soft tissues, such as 


muscles, cartilage, ligaments, ten- 
dons and blood vessels. It'ban 
show disc degeneration, protru- 
sion and rupture, infection, and 
other spinal disorders. 

* Sciatica; Pain radiating down 
the leg below the knee along the 
distribution of-thc sciatic nerve, 
usually related to mechanical 
pressure and/or inno^mation of 
nerve roots in the lumbar spine, 
c.g. a herniated disc. 

* Spinal stenosis; Narrowing 
of the spinal canal that may pro- 
duce a bony constriction of the 
cauda equina (a sheaf of nerve 
roots in the lower spinal cord). 
Generally affects patients over 
age 60. Symptoms include leg 
pain when walking or standing 
that is relieved by sitting or flex- 
ing the spine and occasionally 
weakness of the legs. 

* Spondylolisthesis: Overlap 
of a vertebra on the one below. 
This often results in back pain 
and can also cause pinching of 
the nerves that exit at the site of 
the slip.

The X-rays look like someone 
inserted an cractq;' sc.t in the patient’s 
back. 

They show a variation of spinal 
fusion in which doctoi:s use screws' 
and metal plates to hold the vertebrae 
-together and keep the spine stable. 
The experimental technique is being 
studied in government-designated 
. hospitals across the country. 

But surgeons have jumped the gun 
on this operation and have so for per- 
formed it on 350,000 Americans — 
' without any proof it is safe or that it 
works, and against the express warn- 
ings of the Food and Drug 
Administration. 

The devices, called pedicle screws, 
have hot been onnitiv ^ for use in the 
spine. Tl^ arc considered safe only 
for use it^e long bones of the arm 
and leg. In the spine, there is some 
risk that the screws can break, come 
loose, fracture a vertebra and damage 
vital nerves and blood vessels. 

While an FDA advisory panel 
believes the operation may be helplul 
for certain serious conditions,, no 
definitive study has b^ completed. 

The FDA has warned manufaetpr; 
era of the screws to stop illegally pro^ 
nibting their use in the spine through 
training seminars, brochures and 
advertisements. 

But it is not illegal for doctors to 
use these medical devices for non- 
approved purposes (called off-IabcI 
use). The pedicle screws have all but 
replaced approved methods of spinal 
stabilization such as wires, rods and 
hooks. The screws ban cither be per- 
manent or temporary. 

In the lost several years, hundreds 
of patients claiming pain and neuro- 
logical injury from pedicle screwd' 
have join^ support groups and filed 
'lawsuits. Public Citizen, the public- 
interest advocacy group, has called on 
the FDA to bon use of the screws in 
the spine until manufacturers can 
show them to be safe and ciTcctive.
